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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument are not persuasive. 
Regarding applicant's argument filed on 1 1/13/2007 that Wigren et al. (U.S PUB. 2004/0203856 hereinafter, "Wigren") in view of Iwamoto 
et al. (U.S PAT> 6,671 ,680 hereinafter "Iwamoto") reference cited by Examiner does not teach or suggests "The method of claim 1 
transmits and stores a reference directory separate from the data transmission itself (applicant's argument page 3) and ''Claim 1 recites 
that the message is transmitted in its original format while the reference directory is transmitted separately" (applicant's argument page 4). 
The Examiner respectfully disagrees with the Applicant arguments. After careful reviewed the claims limitations, the Examiner can not find 
claims limitations "The method of claim 1 transmits and stores a reference directory separate from the data transmission itself and "Claim 
1 recites that the message is transmitted in its original format while the reference directory is transmitted separately" as Applicant's argues 
on page 3 and 4. The Applicant also argues that "the office action is not proper to combine Wigren and Iwamoto" (applicant's argument 
page 2) and is not proper to combine "Couronne and Iwamoto" (applicant's argument page 5). Further more, in response to applicant's 
argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by 
combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or 
motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. 
See In re Fine. 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347. 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed, Cir. 1992). In this 
case, the references cited by the Examiner teaching characterized in that particularly in relation to the transmission of the data, at least 
one reference directory is transmitted and is stored in the storage, the reference directory indicating, in data formats which cannot be 
directly processed, the data fields which can be evaluated, and wherein the processing utilizabte data employ the reference directory 
stored in the storage evaluating data received by the communication. Therefore, the rejection of claims 1-19 and 21 are maintain.
